Helping Settlers To Make Goad 


Canada needs population. Practically everybody recognizes the fact, and 
Governments, Dominion and Provincial, and various corporations and organi- 
zations, have long been devoting thought to the problem of how to get im- 
migrants, and millions of dollars have been expended in trying out different 
policies and methods. 


As a result hundreds/6f thousands of people have come to Canada from | 
the British Isles, tht Uffited States, and continental Burope during the past 
twenty-five years. Nevertheless Canada’s growth in population has been dis- 
appointingly slow, the increase recorded at each succeeding census being lit- 
tle more than What shoul@ be shown through natural increase alone. 


What, then, became of the hundreds of thousands of immigrants who 
came to establish homes in this country? Unquestionably many of them 
have niade a success’ in this country. These successful new citizens are to 
be met all over the country, But many did not remain in this country, and, 
the even more unfortunate fact is that Canada lost to other countries, prin- 
cipally the United States, fens of thousands of its native sons and daughters. 


These are unpleasant facts to record, but they are true. He is a wise 
physician who thoroughly diagnosis his patient’s disease before he attempts 
to prescribe treatment or operate, and it is part of wisdom for the Canadian 
people to thoroughly study and understand the situation and find out what is 
wrong as a-necessary preliminary step to applying a remedy. 

There can hardly be any question that, so far as these Western Provinces 
are concerned, many people and, indeed, whole communities, have learned by 
bitter experience just what is wrong. in at least one very important respect. 
It has been found. that some thousands of settlers have located on land which 
is not suitable for grain growing, with the inevitable result that year after 
year they have suffered crop failures, and have witnessed their former sav- 
ings swallowed up, their labor spent for nought, and themselves burdened 
with an accumulation of debts. 

These people have become discouraged, and naturally they full up stakes 
and move elsewhere. In their letters to their former homeland, they tell 
gloomy stories of conditions in Canada, and when they move away they warn 
ether people against trying the same experiment which resulted disastrously | 
for them. ‘Nobody can blame them, but the inevitable effect is to offset and 
largely nullify all the efforts of our Immigration Department and its agents, 
because a few such failures overshadow the much larger number of successes 
which can be recorded. 

The first lesson for Canada to learn is the exercise of much greater care 
in the location of peoplé on the land. That, however, is insofar as future 
polfvy is concerned... The immediate need is to tackle without loss of time 
the immediate problem presented by those people who are still here and 
struggling along in such undesirable locations, and, instead of allowing them 
to be lost to Canada, take active measures to locate them, elsewhere in this 
country where they can miwke a success of farming operations. 

The Dominion Government is, fortunately, alive to this need and the 
Minister of the Interior has announced that, at the next session of Parlianient, 
legisiation will be introduced mmking provision for the granting of extra! 
homesteads to those farmers who have been unable on account of continued 
drought conditions, or other reasons for which they are not themselves re- 
sponsible, to make good. In other words, steps are’to be taken to provide 
such farmers with a new and suitable location. This is good business, be- 
cause these farmers, who have become acquainted with. conditions and meth- 
ods of agriculture in this country; and who have proven their worth by hard 
work and real optimism and courage in the face of insurmountable difficulties, 
are the very type of men this country needs.

A New. Tower Of Babel 


Monster Labor Temple Proposed by 
The Moscow Soviet 

Those who laugh at the idea of hia- 
tory repeating itself will have to re- 
consider their incredulity when they 
pause before the latest announcement 
from the Moscow Soviet, says the 
Montreal Star. This is nothing less 
than the construction of a building to 
have the largest tower in the world, 
to cost seventy million: dollars, to ac 
commodate several thousands of peo- 
ple, and to be known as a labor pal- 
ace, 

The obvious intention of the Soviet 
in planning such an edifice is to divert 
the- attention of the wretched Russian 
laborer from his present painful con- 
dition, and provide him with some 
thing that will keep him quiet for an- 
other brief space. The Tower of 
Babel was begun with intentions not 
very far removed in basic principle 
from those of the Moscow Soviet. It 
was never completed, if we are to ac- 
cept the historic record and the exist- 
ent ruin as proof. ' 

But the Moscow temple may very 
easily be cOmpleted, if the Soviet 
treasury holds out. Moscow will 
then enjoy the unique distinction of 
being the city with the record build- 
ing and the record public suffering. It 
is doubtless a distinction in which the 
Soviet will rejoice greatly,” but even 
the dulled intelligence of the moujik 
will eventually penetrate the pretence. 
When it does, the doom of the SoViet 
regime will be sealed and Russfa will 
start,on the road to freedom.

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Success Of School Fairs 


Saskatchewan Organizer Expresses 
_ Gratification at Interest Taken in 
jy Exihbitions 


Gratification is expressed at the in 
terest shown in the school exhibitions 
in Saskatchewan by H. Saville, organ 
izer of Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs in his 
annual report. Approximately 225 
school fairs were held this year, 
which, he says, justifies the statement 
made by the director of school agricul 
ture that the further development of 
achool exhibitions would be along the 
lines of better organization and more 
efficient correlation with the regular 
school routine, rather. than in the in 
crease of numbers. 

Prize lists at‘ these fairs, says Mr 
Saville varied. considerably, but the 
most stitable prizes in the agricul 
tural classes’ were those given at 
Tregarva, including a pure-bred ani 
mal, pure seed potatoes -and settings 
of eggs. 

Owing to the fall fairs coming at 
a busy season, in some instances diffi 
culty Was experienced in obtaining 
transportation for livestock, reducing 
the number shown this year, compar 
ed with 1921. The exhibits, however, 
were of fine quality, and most of the 
animals were shown in splendid con- 
dition, the calf exhibit at Carievale de 
serving special mention, declares Mr. 
Saville, in his report. 

The. former practice of exhibiting 
the largest specimens of vegetables 
obtainable is gradually disappearing, 
says the organizer, who expresses the 
opinion that the children now are 
paying greater attention to quality, 
and realize that size in most cases is 
not a very important consideration. 
In concluding his report, Mr. Saville 
expressed further gratification in the 
fact that the public is realizing that 
the school exhibitions are not an ac- 
tivity for teachers only but a commun- 
ity organization; at. the extent to 
which boys’ and girls’ club rules have 
been adopted by the leading exhibi 
tions, and “the extent to which the 
sehool exhibition"is being made a vital 
part of the educational programme of 
every wide-awake community.” 


Home For Drug Addicts 


Administrator of Narcotic Drugs Act 
In Manitoba Estimates Cost at 
‘3 $100,000 
Establishing a farm where dope 
users may be taken and treated,.and 
the advisability of allowing only one 


form of prescription provided by the 
administration of the law, was, advo- 
cated by D. J. McConnell, administra- 
tor of the Narcotic Drugs Act in Mani- 
toba. 

He declared the situation in Mani- 
toba was good in comparison with 
any other province in the Dominion 
or state in the United States. Mr, 
McConnell estimated the number of 
dope fiends in Winnipegx at between 85 
and 100 persons. There was approxt- 
mately 15 in prison at the present 
time, but the system of placing nar- 
cotic users in jail is futile and had 
shown itself powerless to obtain per- 
manent cures. : 

The proposition to buy and equip 
a farm for the housing of drug addicts 
would cost in the neighborhood of 
$100,000, and it is hoped to get the co- 
operation of both Provincial and Fed- 
eral Governments. 


Cattle For the Christmas Trade 


Liberal Grain Ration Will Put Stock in 
Prime Condition 

The early December’markets cater 
to the Christmas trade and invariably 
‘show a premium on choice fat cattle 
oyer. the, general run of good stock. 

Choice ciéttle for the Christmas 
market can scargely be too fof and far- 
mers having MNear-finished stock ot 
good type might do well to prepare 
the same for the holiday trade and 
benefit by the increased price per

Three to four weeks additional feed- 
ing on succulent fodder combined with 
a liberal grain ration will put such 
stock in first-class condition and re 
turn a good margin over cost.

Language of the Sea 


Many of Our Common Expressions 
Are Nautical Terms 


Describing a man’s conduct jn busi- 
ness, a judge said it was obvious that 
the man in question was fond of “sail- 
ing too close to the wind.” The judge 
used-a nautieal term pure and.simple: 
When a vessel sails too close to the 
wind her progress is stopped, she 
drifts away from her course, and 
trouble is bound to follow. _ 

Often we talk: of a man “halling 
from" such and such a country. This 
is a term used at sea when vessels 
“speak” to one another by means of 
flags. A man in difficulties is des- 
cribed as “out of his depth,” or having 
“lost his bearings.” Both terms are 
understood at sea to mean that a ves- 
sel is prevented by something from 
keeping a safe course. 

When a person wants to know an- 
other’s “thoughts, he “sounds” him. 
That is just what a vessel does if she 
wants to know where she is—she 
sounds with a line and lead. 

If a man feels that he is losing 
ground he tries to “make up leeway.” 
“Leeway” js the distance lost by a 
ship when sailing to windward, 
through her hull slipping out of the 
wind’s track to leeward. Such dis- 
tance must be made up by skilful 
manoeuvring.

Tablets of 2100 B.C, Agrees In Part 
With Bible Account 

Adam was driven from the Garden 
of Eden because he attempted to rival 
the gods and not because, Eve tempted 
him, according’ to a Babylon version 
deciphered from tablets of 2100 B.C. 
by Dr. Edward Chiera, professor of 
assyriology at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The tablets agreeing with the ac- 
count of the fall of man in Genesis, 
other than that they ignore Eve or 
immortality as the cause, were taken 
from the library of Nippur. 

As translated by Chiera they record 
a dialogue between a Babylonian god 
and man, They were written about 
1,000 years before Genesis and show 
that the god drove man from the gar- 
den in self-defence, not -as punish- 
ment. No word is said of the) ser- 
pent here, but Dr, Chiera states that 
the Babylonians considered him as a 
friend of man. 

The doctor has started work on a 
series of other tablets which he also 
says deals with mythology.

$50,000,000. Worth of Coal Destroyed 
In Ohia, Says Geologists 

Geologists and miners estimate that 
$50,000,000 worth of bituminous coal 
has been burned in the subterranean 
veins of Perry County, Ohio, where in- 
cendiarism starteda fire during the 
coal strike of 1884; 

The blaze, which has been eating 
{ts way through the unmined stocks 
of Ohio fuel, is raging again at the 
mouth of an abandoned shaft near 
Shawnee. The .furnace hurls its 
tongues of flame a hundred feet into 
the air and can be seen for miles, 

At other places in the hills the 
fire has broken through ‘the surface 
stratum and shoots as high as the 
surrounding treetops. 

At the present rate geologists esti- 
mate it will take fifteen years for 
the fire to exhaust its acreage. 

Chasms large enough to hold two- 
story houses have been opened by 
the blaze in tha New Straitsville dis- 
trict. Great fissures scar the earth's 
surface all along the three mile line 
of the fire 

For heat and smoke, residents of 
this district might be living on the 
slopes of Vesuvius. . After each rain, 
clouds of smoke rise from the cracks 
in the earth and smoke constantly 
pours out over the land. 

On one farm near New Straitsville 
water is at the steaming point when 
drawn from the well because of the 
intense underground heat.

Germany Says Versailles Treaty Does 
Not Demand Free Passage 

The question whether the Kiel 
Canal will be open to the world, even 
in time of war, will be referred to an 
international court of justice, it was 
decided at the council of ambassadors 
in Paris.

The 
question arose out of the fact that 
Germany refused passage to allied 
ships during the Russian assault upon 
Poland. The Germans claim that the 
ships carried munitions for Poland 
and that, since she was neutral, the 
passage would have been in violation 
of international laws.
